The names 
of those gentlemen who were not vat ad 
on will not be considered again this af - 
ternoon, when the formal ballot is to be 
taken. 
Dr. Buckmaster 
has accepted the 
superintedeucy of and an interest in the 
Metrio Granule company, of Obicago. 
His partners in business are Profs. Harp­ 
er and Btl va, of the college cf physicians 
and surgeons. 
Capt. Weeks, the new warden at Wau­ 
pun, was present at the meeting and 
submitted several reports about 
the 
prison, that have already been give a in 
The Sentinel.Regarding the change o* 
wardens Mr. Luling took occasio n to re - 
mark:

•‘I am tired of the insinuations made 
and brought out periodically against 
Gov.

The youngest child died at 5:30 p. rn., 
and the mother and the two older girls 
can not recover from their wounds.

States Its G rievances. 
New York, Nov. 5.—The council of the 
Brotherhood of Base-BalI Players, Which 
was held Monday at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, lasted until after 7 o’clock. 
The* 
first few hours of the meeting were takon { 
up by routine business, and when the del* 
egates assembled after a short recess 
Messrs. Andrews, O’Rourke, Hanlon and 
Ward were appointed a committee to 
draw up a statement defining the position 
of the br otherhood toward the ngtiohal 
league. 
The statement, which is the first 
official word from the brotherhood on the 
difficulty with the league, is as follows: 
‘‘At last the Brotherhood of Baseball 
Players feels at liberty to make known its 
intentions ami defend itself against the 
aspersions and misrepresentations which 
for weeks it has been forced to suffer iii 
silence. 
It is no longer a secret that the 
players of the league have determined to 
play next season under different man­ 
agement, but for reasons which will, we 
think, be understood it was deemed advis­ 
able to make no accouncemont of the in­ 
tention until the close of the present sea­ 
son; and now that the struggles for the 
various pennants euro over and tho terms 
of our contracts have expired thoro ii no 
longer reason for withhold!!)/: it. 
SI "In taking this step we feel that we owe 
it to the public and to ourselves co explain 
briefly some of the reasons by which we 
have been moved. There was a time when 
the league stood for integrity and fair 
dealing. 
To-day it stands for dollars and 
cents. 
Measures originally intended for 
the good of the game have been perverted 
into instruments for wrong. 
Players ha$e 
been bought and sold end exchanged as if 
they were sheep. 
Reservation became 
with them another name for property 
right in the players. 
Even tho disband­ 
ment and retirement of a club did not free 
the players. 
‘‘Two years ago we went to the league 
and attempted to remedy some of „these 
evils, but we completely failed. 
We made 
a strong effort last spring 1 to reach 
an 
understanding 
with 
the league. 
They replied that the matter was not of 
sufficient importance to warrant a meeting 
and suggested that it be put off until fall.' 
Upon this final refusal to meet us, we be­ 
gan organizing for ourselves and now are 
in shape to go ahead next year under new 
management and hew auspices. 
"We believe that it Is possible to con­ 
duct our national game upon lines which 
will not infringe upon individual and 
natural rights. 
We ask to be judged 
solely by our work, and believing that 
the game can be played more fairly altfl 
its business conducted more iqteUigaptly 
under a plan which excludes everything 
arbitrary aud un-American we look fo r' 
ward with confidence to the suppdft Of thi 
public and the future of the national 
game.” 
On Wednesday tho first annual moating 
of the Players’ National league, as the 
new organization is called, will be held at 
the Fifth Avenue hotel. 
There the final 
disposition of clubs and players will he 
made. 
It is definitely understood th At 
Brooklyn and Buffalo .will take the place 
of Indianapolis and Washington, and it lf 
said that the players of these clubs will fit 
distributed between Brooklyn, Buffalo, and 
Pittsburg.

officer was asked to investigate the matters 
complained of. 
Mr. Spelman’s reply indicated that that 
gentleman didn’t know how to inflict a 
penalty for disclosing the proceedings of a 
trial committee. 
He thought a member 
who violated the law should have a trial. 
He said it was a fact that ‘ ‘members who 
know a wrong go around the street and 
go from one camp to another and talk 
about such an offense,” and further said: 
“I am disgusted with 
mein who think 
they should lead the Irish people, but I 
think it is dangerous for decent men to 
associate with such scamps.” 
Beggs’ 
second letter is more interesting. 
In it h6 
say^* 
“ I am not prepared to say that the act 
mentioned was a violation of any written 
law, but that it was very unwise and 
such conduct is pre judical to the good of 
the order, and no man in his right sense 
will deny it, it is just such acts that 
continually keep us in hot wateyr. 
Why, 
in God’s own name, if men are sincere 


they will always be opening old sores. 
The majority of our men here believed the 
parties to ^>e charged to be innocent of 
any criminal wrong, and to have the 
charges made continually that they are 
guilty, creates bitterness and ill-feeling, 
and the man or men who continue to bring 
charges are not the friends of Irish unity. 
W hat earthly good is done in continuing 
the fight? If we are true men, as we 
profess, we will rather conciliate than 
keep 
up a 
war 
which 
can 
only 
lead to further discussion. 
The rank and 
file are sincere; they \fant peace, and the 
time is not far distant when they will have 
it, even if it has to come through war. 
I 
am anxious for a little understanding 
among our people and will do everything 
in my power to obtain unity. 
The m atter 
I wrote of I would let pass if I could, but I 
was ordered to notice it. 
Personally I 
think it better not to notice such things, 
but I am only one. 
The men who are in 
ptftfer will in time realise the motives of 
those who are continually breading disor­ 
der in their ranks, aqd a day of punish­ 
ment will come. 
I am very much discour­ 
aged at the present outlook, but hope no 
trouble will result.” 
Un cross-examination Mr. Foster brought 
it out that Mr. Spelman had contributed 
$500 for the arrest and conviction of the 
pi orderers of Dr. Cronin; that Beggs never 
preferred 
charges to him against any­ 
body; thatlDr. Cronin was An honest enough 


min, but ho was always anxious to make 
charges against people. ’ ’ 
“ I object to that.” cried Mr. Hynes. 
“ Dr. Cronin’s dead and can’t answer to 
the charges against his character. ’ ’ 
Judge Wing went on to inquire if Spel­ 
man knew what Knnze was doing down in 
Peoria. 
Spelman didn’t know. 
“ Was it 
anything 
concerning Dr. 
Cronin?” 
“ Not that I know of. ” 
On re-direct examination the State took 
up Mr. Spelman’s $500 donation to the 
fund for “ the arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrators of this horrible crime.” 
“Isn’t it a fact that you gave only $100 
out of that?” 
“ Yes, sir. 
I wrote to McGarry that he 
might put my name down for $500 for a 
fund for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderers of Dr. Cronin. 
Then he wrote 
me that they were short, and I sent them 
$100. 
“ Why didn’t you send the rest?” 
“I didn’t want to contribute money to 
irresponsible parties.” 
“ You gave the $100 before you changed 
your mind about what Dan Coughlin said 
to you, didn’t you?” 
There was a wrangle about that until 
finally the thing was laid over. 
“ Haven’t you been written to about the 
subscription and have refused to pa^?” 
“ I haven’t refused.” 
John Mahoney, justice of the peace in 
Lake View, Was then called. 
Mr. 
Mahoney said he saw 
Patrick 
O’Sullivan at Cook’s hall on the night of 
March 29 at a meeting of the Washington 
Literary society, which is a camp of the 
United brotherhood. 
Dr. Cronin presided 
at the meeting and O’Sullivan was door­ 
keeper. 
Witness had known Dr. Cronin 
two years. 
“ Did you have any conversation with 
O’Sullivan that night?” 
“ Yes, Mr. O’Sullivan asked me if Dr. 
Cronin was a good physician and I told 
him he was. 
Mr. O’Sullivan then askod 
me if I would go with him to see the 
doctor the next day. 
He said that be 
woald meet me at Niles’ saloon. 
I went 
there, but Mr. O’Sullivan was not there, 
and I wont away.” 
“ When did you next see O’Sullivan?” 
“About the 19th of April. 
When I 
went home to dinner one day my sister 
told me that Mr. 
O’Sullivan had 
been 
there and left word for me to meet him 
at Hiles’ saloon at IO o’clock. 
I went 
there and Mr. O’Sullivan came in.” 
“ We went down town to Dr. Cronin’s 
office. 
When we opened the door the 
doctor came forward and shook hands 
with both of us. 
I then stepped out of 
the room and left Mr. O’Sullivan to talk 
with the doctor.” 
“ Did you hear the conversation between 
tho doctor and Mr. O’Sullivan?” 
“ I heard O’Sullivan ask the doctor how 
much be would take to attend his men 
in case of accident, and tho doctor asked 
him how many men he had in his employ. 
O’Sullivan said that he had four or five. 
They then came to some agreement on $*5 
or $8 a monih. 
O’Sullivan pulled two or 
three of his cards out of his pocket and 
gave them to the doctor. 
He said that in 
case he was out of the city and an accident 
happened one of his men would call for 
him and present one of his cards. 
We left 
the office then, and all three of us came 
down in tho elevator. 
“ What conversation did you have in the 
elevator coming down?” 
“ Tho doctor said that Irishmen should 
help one another. 
He said when Irishmen 
get wealthy they turn their backs upon 
the poor of the race.” 
At the opening of the afternoon session 
Judge McConnell ruled that the conversa­ 
tion between Dan Coughlin and Edward 
Spelman be excluded from the record. 
Mrs. Addio J. Farrar was then called. 
She said she lived at No. 
377 Mohawk 
street and had known O’Sullivan in a 
business way, having taken ice from him 
for ten or twelve years—when he peddled 
for Snell and afterward when he went in 
business for himself. 
“Do you remember the discovery of Dr. 
Cronin’s body:” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“ Did you see P. O’Sullivan about that 
time?’ ’ 
“ Yes, sir; ho called at my house in the 
latter part of May to see mo about taking 
ice from him this season. 
I had just read 
in the papers that morning about the find­ 
ing of Dr. Cronin’s body, and I asked 
Mr. Sullivan if he had heard about 
it. 
He said be had. 
I said it was a terrible 
thing to kill anybody and throw his body 
into a catch-bosin. 
Mr. Sullivan said he 
heard them say that Dr. Cronin was a 
British spy and I said: ‘Why should they 
kill him even if he was a spy?’ 
Then Mr. 
Sullivan said: ‘They say he gave away 
secrets of a secret order, and if that was 
so he ought to be killed.’ 
I said: ‘If he 
did that he was another Morgan, ’ and Mr. 
Sullivan said: ‘Such men get their just 
deserts.’ 
Sebastian Steib then took the stand. On 
the 4th of May he was a police officer in 
Lake View. 
About 11:30 o’clock on the 
night of May 4 he and Officer Jchn Riley 
were standing on Fullerton avenue, near 
Cooper street. 
A horse and wagon passed 
by containing three men and what ap­ 
peared to be a large chest in the box bo- 
hind the seat. 
The wagon approached 
them from the west. 
One of the men had 
his back turned to the horso and his Hands 
rested on the largo object in the wagon 
The horse was a dark bay and they were 
driving at an ordinary g ait 
James Riley corroborated Steib’s testi­ 
mony. 
John Smith was the next witness. 
He 
was a police officer in Lake View on the 
nignt of May 4. 
Op the night in question 
he was standing near 
the 
corner of 
Frederick and Clark streets at 12:06 o’clock. 
While standing there a horse and three 
men in a wagon drove by, going north. 
In the wagon was a large chest, which he 
supposed was a chest of carpenters’ tools. 
The wagon was well worn and had a very 
loifr box and the horse was a dark bay.

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It is difficult for one who has not lived 
west 6f tile Alleghe nles, and whose mem­ 
ory does not go back a quarter of a cen­ 
t r y or more, to understand and believe 
the tales of early settlers in regard to the 
former plenitude of game birds in this 
country* 
None of these stories are more 
aslofiisfeing than those which relate how 
enormous was the multitude cf wild 
pigeons that once overspread the whole 
extern half of the United States. 
Their 
5ja.lt migrations—whence the old name 
viford “ passenger” pigeon—seems to have 
been once partly 
connected with the 
changing of the seasons, for great bodies 
of them remained to breed in the far 
South, while others winged their way to 
the edge of tho arctic tundras, aud having 
reared their young on the shores of Hud­ 
son^ bay and in the valley of the Mack­ 
enzie, sometimes remained there to feed 
juniper berries until midwinter. 
The movements of those birds seem to 
have been determined, therefore, by the 
necessity of finding subsistence, and, like 
tram p harvesters, they wandered about 
from one part of the country to the other, 
seeking those districts whore the supply 
was the largest. 
Their food consists of all 
kinds of grain, berries and such small 
“nuts” as they can crack and swallow— 
the fruit of the beech and the acorns of 
the live and other oaks being special favor­ 
ites. 
Of rice they were fond; and if it 
now costs the rice-growing industry of the 
Southern States $2,000. OOO a year to scare 
away the bobolinks from the growing 
fields during a week in April (as is stated 
by an inquirer for the government), what 
would have been the expense of cultivat­ 
ing rice under the clouds of pigeons which 
a century ago were wont to blacken the 
wild marshes of zizania, and never leave 
while a grain of the succulent harvest re­ 
mained ! 
• 
How enormous at times were the hosts 
of wild pigeons in the Ohio Valley, where 
mast trees were 
plentiful, 
has 
been 
geographically recorded in the writings of 
Audubon, Wilson, and tho local historians. 
Audubon says that in the autumn of 1813 
the air in the neighborhood of Louisville 
was literally filled with pigeons. 
“The 
light of the noonday was obscured as by 
an eclipse. 
The dung fell in spots not un­ 
like melting snow; and the continued buzz 
of wings had a tendency to lull my senses 
to repose. ” 
He traveled on horseback all 
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four top-shaped eggs, cl ay-colored, 
aud J 
blotched with sienna brown. 
[ 
To protect those eggs, or the ridiculous 
little puffs of gray down mounted on stilts, 
which she proudly calls her babies, 
the j 
solicitous mother screaming peat-weet! In 
agonized tones, will throw herself before | 
the enemy, one wing apparently broken ! 
and useless and a leg disabled, and will 
roll and flutter iii a way to deceive the 
elect. 
You think she is wounded, and 
give chase; but she is able to just elude 
your grasp, and thus leads you to a safe 
distance from her treasures, 
when sud­ 
denly she gets well, and goes away like a 
shot. 
In color the pretty little sand-piper is 
bronzed or brownish green, the wings 
crossed by a narrow bow of white, which 
also tips the outer feathers of the tail; the 
underparts are white, with many circular 
and oval spots of brown. 
The wood duck is the most beautiful of 
our water fowl, rivaling the birds of the 
tropics In the splendor of bis attire. 
This 
is his description: Tho head is crested, 
and is iridescent green and purple, with 
parallel curved lines of white at tho side 
of tho head, and a broad forked white 
throat patch; the upper parts of the body 
are dark reddish brown, with bronze and 
purplish reflections; the ;breast and abdo- 
man are grayish white, while the sides and 
lower part of the neck are reddish purple, 
each feather with a white tip; tho feet are 
dull orange, and the bill red and black. 
The most interesting thing about the 
wood-duck, apart from its dress, is its 
domestic life. 
As a rule, ducks nestle 
among the rushes or on rocky cliffs, and 
are very chary about attempting to alight 
upon trees, as might be inferred from an 
examination of their feet, which are ill 
adapted to perching. 
But a few in vari­ 
ous parts of the world are exceptions, and 
among them our subject is conspicuous. 
The pair seek out early in the spring a 
blasted tree as near to the water as possi­ 
ble, and if they can find in it a place 
where a limb has been torn out, or a hole 
has rotted, or some excavation has been 
made by a woodpecker or squirrel, into 
which 
they can manage to squeeze their 
bodies, there they set up their homo. The 
furnishing consists of a bed of sticks, 
dried 
weeds, and straw, covered with 
a thick layer of downy feathers, a large 
part of which is plucked from the mother 
bird’s breast. 
The twelve eggs are buff 
green and polished; and while the duck 
lays and broods upon them, the drako 
joins aband of other Benedicts, and takes 
a gay vacation until the young are able 
to fly, 
when he rejoins his family. This 
looks 
like 
a 
very unuxorious pro­ 
ceeding on 
his 
part; but 
a 
mo­ 
ment’s thought will relieve him of the 
charge, since it is plain that so brilliant 
a chap hovering about his doorway would 
but serve as a sign to all marauders that 
there was plunder in toothsome eggs and 
ducklings to be had for the trouble of get­ 
ting them, since the duck has small fight­ 
ing ability. 
The best interests of his de­ 
fenceless wife and family, therefore, are 
served by his keeping far away from the 
maternal hiding place. 


more creamy in color, aud marked with 
drab and brown in a great variety of 
spots and streaks. 
The “song” of this 
quail, heard in spring and early summer 
is a hardly musical kuck-kuck-kuck-ka, 
the first three notes rapidly repeated, f and 
the last prolonged with a falling inflection. 
Cut cut-cut-me too, one writer represents 
it 
The rules of Eastern quail shooting do 
not apply well to this bird, which has a 
very different behavior when hunted. 
It 
does not lie well to the dog, but runs 
through the toll grass, and lf wounded 
will uso its last bit of strength in crawling 
into some gopher’s hole or other hiding- 
place to die; hence dogs are trained to 
rush forward and'retrieve the game as soon 
as it falls. 
When flushed, they are likely 
to take to the branches of the nearest 
trees and skulk among the foliage. 
This 
is more characteristic of young birds, 
however, than of older ones, which trust 
more to their swift flight 
They are quite 
as difficult to hit on the wing as Bob 
White, and their flesh is equally good.

day without getting out from under them, 
and it was after midnight before the real 
guard had passed. 
Computing their speed 
at a mile a minute, and allowing two 
pigeons to the square yard, he supposes 
that each column contained nearly 1,200 
million birds, a sum which had to be mul­ 
tiplied many times to get near the total. 
These masses, though so prodigious, seem 
to have been moved by a common purpose 
and united in a single army, divided some­ 
what into corps and brigades. They would 
roost and breed in one compact company, 
dispersing each morning 
in 
foraging 
squads of a million or so each, and often 
going sixty or eighty miles, but always re­ 
turning at night. 
The scene at the roost and the mooting 
place was, in its way, unparalleled by any­ 
thing else it* the world. 
“ When they 
have frequented one of those places for 
some time, the appearance it exhibits is 
surprising. 
The ground is covered to the 
depth of several inches with their dung; 
all the tender grass and underwood de­ 
stroyed; the surface strewed with large 
limbs of trees, broken down by the weight 
of th' birds clustering one above another; . 
and iha trees themselves, for thousands of 
acres, killed as completely as if girdled 
with an ax.” The desolation thus pro­ 
duced, aided by the havoc made by the at­ 
tacks of all the surrounding population, 
the birds of prey, wolves, weasels, hogs, 
and other enemies which gathered, and the 
eating up of all the food within a circle of 
a hundred miles or more, would by and 
by cause a sudden desertion of the place 
by tho pigeons, which would troop off 
with their young to settle on some other 
tract o‘ forest, no one knew where. 
Though unmeasured hosts of this kind 
were never seen at the East, flocks of vast 
exteat came to New York and New Eng­ 
land and visited the forests of Lower 
Canada; but these were mere stragglers 
compared with the Western hordes. 
Now 
the clearing away of forests, especially of 
ma&t-bearing trees, and the incessant de­ 
struction of old and young which falls 
upon every accessible roost as soon as it is 
reported, steadily outreaches the increase, 
so that in actual numbers, no doubt, the 
wild pigeons have greatly diminished, 
while the remnant have been driven to 
the remote Northern forests in order to 
rear their young. 
Their splendid flight 
still cheers us now and then in autumn and 
spring, as in long bending lines these noble 
birds rush across the sky; and the sports­ 
man and naturalist know where a few are 
alw'ays to be found in each of the forested 
States; but the glory of the tribe has de­ 
parted with the disappearance of savagery 
in the land, and the passenger pigeon—the 
very image and spirit of exultant wildness 
—will soon be a rarity. 
Pigeon shooting, 
nevertheless, can still be enjoyed in the 
Alleghenies and some other comparatively 
uncultivated districts, where they come in 
the fall to feed in the mountain glades. 
The weapon should be a rifle, though the 
strong flight of the bird taxes marksman­ 
ship, even whet) a shot gun is used, if the 
gunner is willing to try to hit him as he 
spins away through the tree tops. 
Even less of a “ game bird” than the 
wild pigeon is the spotted sand-piper 
(Tnngoides macularius), alias teeter-tail, 
alias a great many other pseudonyms. 
He, too, is a bird of the woods as well as 
of the sea shore, and every river side, all 
the mountain brooks, listen to his sharp 
rain-promising cry. 
Yet he is by no 
means shy of notice, and follows the creek 
confidingly into the farm yard, or evon 
tho village, so long as he can find in it 
tho rocky shallows that afford him L'ood 
hunting ground for aquatic insects and 
mollusks. 
They are not often shot, for the 
flesh has a fishy taste, except by boys who 
wish to practice upon their erratic flight, 
aud so these little blrdsjgrow more numer­ 
ous rather than less so as the country 
grows up. 
Scuttling along with steady diligen e, 
many of them go clear to the arctic zone 
aud back every summer; but those that 
make this pilgrimage speud the winter in 
the northern and middle States, replacing 
the summer quota of those localities, which 
has gone to winter resorts in the far South.

How tho young 
water from their lofty tenement was for a 
long time a puzzle, but at last Dr. C. C. 
Abbott supplied the information. 
The 
nest in the instance he observed was fully 
fifty feet above the water of a creek near 
Trenton, New Jersey. 
He climbed a tree 
near the nest while tho mother bird was 
absent and patiently waited. In the course 
of half an hour tho old duck appeared, 
and after a few moments’ rest squatted 
closely down upon the nest, whereupon a 
duckling quietly climbed upon her back 
and nestled closely between her shoulders. 
The old bird then walked slowly to the 
edge of an overhanging limb, and with a 
slow flapping motion of the outspread 
wings let herself down, rather than flew, 
to tho water. 
The moment she touched 
the surface of the stream she dove, and 
left the duckling swimming on the water, 
quite at home. 
This has since been con­ 
firmed by other observers, and is paralleled 
by some of the arctic cliff-nesting sea fowl. 
The wood-duck is common, and breeds 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Canada, 
Over much of this space it is tho only 
member of its family seon in the summer, 
and hence is known as the “summer- 
duck. ” 
It can be domesticated, and 
makes a charming ornament to the fan­ 
cier’s yard. 
Bob White extends his western wander 
lugs no farther than the dry plains, 
lf 
he crossed the Rockies to the Pacific coast 
he might visit cousins, who, perhaps, 
would act coolly toward him, remarking, 
as Californians sometimes do in regard to 
the rest of the world, that “ he had no 
style about him;” for, though their dress 
is after the same pattern as that of Bob 
White, the sober brown hues and respect 
able white neckerchief which characterize 
him, are replaced in their case by far gay 
er colors if not of richer material. 
There are two species of quail in Call 
forma, one belonging to the mountain 
heights and the other confined to the val 
ley lands of the coast region. 
The latter 
is by far the more common, and is tho one 
usually alluded to as the California quail, 
though its home name is valley quail. 
This beautiful bird is about the size of the 
Eastern Bob White. 
Its general color is 
lead gray, the wings and back glossed 
with olive brown, and streaked with black 
and white in a very pretty way. The belly 
is orange, fading into buff and finally into 
white on the sides, each feather edged 
with black. 
These are only broad desig­ 
nations of color, which are varied and in­ 
terblended in such a way as to make tho 
bird one offthe most striking and beauti­ 
ful in our whole fauna. It is the head, how­ 
ever, that is his chief glory. The forehead 
is brownish yellow, with the shafts of the 
feathers black; across the top of the head, 
with its ends floating backward along the 
■ides of the neck and edged with black, is 
a narrow filet of white, enclosing the light 
brown back of the head and nape; and 
from the crown of the head, within this 
brown patch, rises a bunch of tall plumes 
—■sometimes two, sometimes five or six— 
which curve forward and nod with a 
proud and graceful motion of which the 
bird seems distinctly conscious. 
His chin 
and throat are black, margined with a 
white band, which starts at the eye and 
passes around the throat to the other eye. 
The valley quail congregate in the grain 
fields and along the roads of the cultivated 
districts from the Columbia to Cape St. 
Lucas, sometimes in such numbers as to 
be a nuisance, but generally In small 
coveys, which remain together except 
during the breeding season, when the 
pairs separate to find scheduled homes in 
the thickets. 
Their nests amount to noth­ 
ing, and the eggs are not chalk white like 
those of the Atlantic coast species, but

Thomas, the Governor of Utah Territory, 
In his annual report, estimates the popu­ 
lation of the Territory at 2 *0,000. 
The 
aggregate assessed valuation of property 
in incorporated cities and towns is $30,- 
590,469, with an indebtedness of $495,451. 
The total number of land entries made 
during the year at I the Salt Lake City 
land office was 1,795, representing 200,407 
acres. 
The Governor says the public scoools of 
Utah fall short of the requirements. 
The 
tax collected for their support does not 
pay one-half the expenses, consequently 
the pupils must pay tuition fees or the 
schools be closed. 
In many of the poorer 
districts the children are denied school 
privileges for many months of the year. 
In this connection the report quotes a 
letter 
written by 
Wilford Woodruff, 
president of the Mormon church, to show 
that it is the purpose of the church to 
establish Mormon schools. 
The Governor 
recommends that Congress at once 
place 
the control of the public schools in the 
hands of those who are disposed to be 
friendly to the public-school system. 
Speaking of the gentile strength in the 
Territory, the Governor says it will be 
many years before they will be in the 
majority. 
Outside of Salt Lake City aud 
Ogden, where they own more than half of 
the real property tad gentiles are only 
found in the minin(f Camps and smaller 
railroad towns. 
The Mormons own nearly 
all the land under cultivation ani the 
water available for irrigating it. 
Of the present attitude of the Mormon 
people the Governor says: 
“They have accepted the doctrine of 
polygamy and will probably adhere to it 
as long as they live, and it is a very poor 
tribute to their honesty to say they have 
abandoned it. 
A firm religious enthus­ 
iasm is their leading characteristic,{and as a 
rule they are law-abiding, especially as 
far as the law is confirmed by tpo priest­ 
hood, but they accept the doctrine of 
plural marriage in all sincerity and as a 
radical and necessary part of their relig­ 
ion. 
It may be well to understand that 
the strength of Mormonism, both in tne 
masses and officials, is in its sincerity and 
not in its imposture. 
Any temporizing 
policy which leaves the Church in a posi­ 
tion to control the political policy of the 
Territory is only delaying the final settle­ 
ment, and future legislation should bo 
aimed at the political power of the church 
which has t>een the main pillar of ^ts 
strength in Utah. ’ ’

The writer (R. B. Hoover, in the 
Notth American Review) had a per* 
Bonal acquaintance with Boston Cor­ 
bett, who avenged tho death of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln in so tragic a manner on 
the night of April 26, 1865. 
During the year 1 8 7 3 , while attend­ 
ing a soldiers’ reunion of blue and 
gray at Caldwell, Ohio, I first met Mr. 
Corbett. 
The town was small and an 
imtheh8e crowd had gathered, Gen. 
Sherman, among others, being present. 
C<5V^ett and I were assigned to the 
saijjC room for the night. 
I found him 
a nervous, excitable man, always the 
center of attraction, with a keen, but 
wild, look in Iris eyes, and an intermin­ 
able restlessness of body and limb. He 
was then a preacher, regularly or­ 
dained, I think. 
He led a praver- 
meetibg in the church while there. He 
was always Well armed, in self-defense, 
as he explained, and his experience 
while at Caldwell showed that he had 
some reason to fear violence. 
He got 
into an exciting argument with several 
mffii one afternoon over the question as 
to whether Booth had really been 
killed at all. 
Hot words ensued, a 
rush was made toward Corbett, and in 
an instant tho gleaming barrel of his 
revolver flashed in the faces of his op­ 
ponents.

could stand it no longer, and although 
his orders were to take Booth alive, if 
possible, he raised his revolver and 
Z^ted. 
The wound in Booth’s head was 
skid to have been within half an inch 
of the location of Lincoln’s fatal wotfnd. 
Corbett went to sleep, and I follow­ 
ed later on, with a restless, troubled 
sleep, in which I dreamed of something 
tvhich made me awaken Corbett. He 
§at up in bed, drew out his pistol and 
(hovered me with it. I assured him it 
was all a dream, and he calmed down 
a£ain. 
For several years afterward I 
received occasional letters from Mr. 
Corbett, and he finally drifted to Kan­ 
sas, where, through the aid of some 
friends, he was appointed door-keeper 
of the House of Representatives during 
the winter of 1887. 
While there his 
mind became seriously affected, and 
he suddenly appeared in the House one 
looming with a revolver in each hand, 
and attempted kill the Speaker and 
ochers. 
He was promptly removed to 
tne Insane Asylum.
